American Folklife Festival 


Crowds of both deaf and hearing people from throughout the Washington area 
gathered in the two tents of the special area on “Folklore of the Deaf” at the 
Smithsonian’s Festival of American Folklife held June 24-28 and July 1-5 to see a 
variety of performances and exhibits on deaf folklore. 

A number of persons from Gallaudet participated, including Alumni/Public Rela- 
tions Director Jack Gannon, who spoke about his new book Deaf Heritage, and 
Demonstration Programs Director Don Pettingill and Linguistics Specialist Barbara 
Kannapell, who shared stories about “Being Deaf in a Hearing World.” In the 
Children’s Area, MSSD Instructor Marcia Freeman helped children participate in 
skits and activities about deafness and introduced a daily musical performance 
about deafness, “Through the Listening Horn.” 

Deaf folk theatre skits and stories were also performed daily. Participants 
demonstrated the sign language alphabet and explained some puns on signs; for 
example, to sign “pasteurized milk,” the sign for milk moves across the body, 
“past your eyes.” ASL lessons were given each day of the festival. 

A videotape recorder was set up in one tent to collect folklore and stories of 
deaf people. This tent also had visual displays of alarm and light systems used by 
deaf people, as well as a hand-carved sign language alphabet. 

Gallaudet Television was chosen as the official documenter of the whole Ameri- 
can Folklife Festival and will be working with the Smithsonian on a half-hour 
documentary. GCTV also taped stories and performances for the College.

Rehabilitation Centers for 
the Deaf 


The National Institute of Handi- 
capped Research has announced Aug. 
10, 1981 as the proposal deadline for 
two deafness-related rehabilitation 
centers, the Rehabilitation Research 
and Training Center for the Deaf and 
Hearing Impaired, and the Rehabilita- 
tion Engineering Center for the Deaf 
and Hearing Impaired. 

The R&T Center is intended to carry 
out a program of rehabilitation research 
that focuses on the physical, psycho- 
logical, social, vocational and personal 
adjustment problems resulting from 
deafness and hearing impairment, and 
to disseminate and promote the use of 
these research findings through training. 

The Rehabilitation Engineering Cen- 
ter will develop innovative methods and 
techniques for applying existing and 
emerging technology and psychological, 
social, vocational knowledge to solve 
rehabilitation problems of deaf and 
hearing impaired persons. Research will 
also be conducted to produce new 
knowledge, equipment, devices and 
systems needed by deaf and hearing 
impaired persons of any age. 

Both centers will be funded from one 
to five years, with the annual level of 
support ranging from $150,000 to 
$350,000. More information on these

“What are those tubes they put in my 
baby’s ears?” “Do hearing aids help 
people with ‘nerve’ type losses?” “Does 
Gallaudet offer sign language programs 
in the community?” “Where can I get a 
good hearing aid?”
